However, the special technical feature does not contribute over the 
prior art (thus the inventions lack unity) because said special technical feature is already 
disclosed by Nestor et al (US 2005/0066986) providing a 630mg cigarette with .57 mg 
of nicotine using the FTC method which results in 0.09%. See Paragraphs 158-159.
